London, October 14.—The ultima- 
tum of 800,000 British coal miners 
has been delivered. If it is not ad& 
cepted, and the ssibility of its ac- 
ceptance is so Pore that it may 
hardly be considered, these 800,000 
miners will walk out of the mines 
Saturday, not to return until they 
have made the bitterest test of 
strength ever known in the history 
of British trades unionism. 

_ Government Prtparing. 

The government has been silently 
preparing, these past weeks, for the 
struggle. Industry in general, 
which will be forced to shut down 
or curtail to a serious extent, is 


» *Wrepared. The public has been doing

everything in its power, individually, 
to stock up on essentials, in’ the 
bélief that the mine war may ex- 
tend to other industries, perhaps 
bringing about an economic crash 
that will throw hundreds of -thous- 
ands out of work.

The temper of the work- 
ers was shown in the overwhelming 
majority registered against accept- 
ance of the mine owners’ proposals.

Secretary Houston said the deci- 
sign of the treasury not to revive 
the war finance corporation had 
been approved by the president and 
“numerous prominent senators and 
representatives.”

Before Reserve Board.

“T ask one specific thing,” Senator 
Smith, who was again the spokes- 
man, said in summing up the case 
for the producers. “Give the agri- 
cultural interets a lower rate of 
discount in this distressing time 
than you do anybody else.” 

“This is the last time.” the South 
Carolina senator told the _ boar i, 
“that I expect to appear before you 
on this matter.” 

There wes a distinct fecling of 
optimism among the delegates when 
they left the conference, aithough 
no action was taken by the board. 
It appeared to rest on the belief 
that board members were sympa- 
thetic toward the problems of the 
farmers. 

The delegates emphasize their 
feeling at both conferences that if 
they could secure some agency for 
financing the credits of Europe and 
increase the sale of exports, their 
plight would be largely relieved.

Acting upon authority of the At-

Charges Made by Jones. 

In a ninterview given out Thurs- 
day afternopn, Jerome Jones, 
spokesman for the legislative com- 
mittee of the Federation of- Trades, 
made many sensational statements, 
basing his interview upon a com- 
parison of prices charged for coal 
in other cities as compared with 


those in Atlanta. 

The statement given out 
Jones to a- Constitution 
was as follows: 

“It is not the purpose of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades to at- 
tempt to say that any coal mer- 
chants or anyone else is swindling 
or stealing. We do, however, want 
to know why there should be such 
a wide variation of prices for coal 
in a number of cities from which 
we have heard. Prices for coal, we 
are told in Birmingham are $12.20, 
in Nashville $10.8v, and we are reli- 
ably informed that in Illinois and 
Indiana cities the prices range from 
$5.50 to $7.50 a ton, while in At- 
lanta the price is quoted at $17.50 
a ton. . 

“The information that coal is be- 
ing gs0ld in Nashville at $10.80 a 
ton was given us through a friend- 
ly letter from A. E. Hill, formerly 
a state senator of Tennessee. Mr. 
Hill, who has made a study of the 
fuel situation, discloses the fact 
also that Nashville is further from 
the mines than is Atlanta. 


‘Should Be Investigated.” 

“The prices charged for coal in 
Atlanta,” said Mr. Jones, “‘should be 
investigated, especially in view of 
the statemeat that was made to me 
that an employee of a big corpora- 
tion of the city purchased four tons 
of the best coal for $12.50, while 
the public generally is chargea 
$17.25. 

“The resolution adopted by the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades Wed- 
nesday night, whic hwill receive 
the full co-operation of President 
W. C. Carraway, was for the pur- 
pose of permanently clarifying the 
situation, and it will be the pur- 
pose of the committee to seek to 
have an official appointed, or a 
present officer empowered, whose 
duty, “lik those of the insectors 
of weights and measures, will be 
t ogather each month definite and 
official information regarding the 
prices of coal in Atlanta, the prices

“This information,” said Mr. Jones. 
“should deal with the fuel situation 
in all its phases and the public 
should know once @ month az leasi 
the true facts with reference to the 
tuel supply and prices. ‘he pvople 
should aiso know what dewiers own 
their mines and those who purchase 
through brokers. «The deaiers who 
purchase their coal from iae mines 
through brokers, and have tc pay 
s0 much on each ton, snould be 
named, and the pubile should be in- 
formed as to the dealers who do own 
their mines and do not have *o pay 
these brokerage charges. 

“If the embargo against export 
of coal for a time promises ty be 
the only solution of the crisis, and

It igs not true that the great 
war was waged for the league, but 
it is true that the finest fruits of 
victory are embodied in the league 
compact; and if-the league dies, 
will be lost.

It is whether we shall join under 
an agreement containing the exact 
provision negotiated by President 
Wilson at Paris, or under an 
agreement which omits or modifies 
some of those provisions which are 
very objectionable to great num- 
bers of the American people. 
“The paper signed by thirty- 
eight republican senators in March, 
1919, before the league convenant 


\-as adopted at Paris, advised the 
president that the signers could not 
’ approve a reaty in the form then 
proposed, although it was ‘their 
sincere desire that the nations of 
the world should unite to promote 
peace and general disarmament.’ 

“A majority of the senate voted 
to ratify the league agreement 
with modifications, which there is 
good evidehce to show would have 
heen accepted by the other na- 
tions; but Mr. Wilson refused to 
accept these modifications and in- 
sisted upon the agreement abdso- 
lutely unchanged, and democratic 
senators sufficient in number to 
defeat the treaty as modified fol- 
lowed Mr. Wilson by voting 
against ratification. 

“That is substantially the differ- 
ence between the parties now. 
The democratic platform and can- 
didate stand unquallifiedly for the 
agreement negotiated aft Paris 
vithout substantial mcdification.

“On the other hand the republi- 
ean platform says: ‘The repubdll- 
fican party stands for agreement 
umong the nations to preserve the 
peace of the world.

tenance of the world’s peace. 

New Policy Is Needed. 

“But this is not enough. We need 
a complete new policy. The gov- 
ernment must serve the people and 
their interests; and at the present 
time its service cannot be efficient- 
ly given to assist in building our 
foreign trade without a reorganiza- 
tion of our state department and 
our department of commerce. The 
American business man is confused 
because both of these departments 
are doing over-lapping work and 
are sometimes coming into conflict 
so that the very persons to whom 
they might give help are referred 
by one to the other and back again. 
The policy of the state department 
toward American foreign trade may 
be one policy and the policy of the 
department of commerce may be 
another. 

“There must be an early solution 
of the difficulty. One possible plan 
is to place under the state depart- 
ment the determination of policies, 
the furnishing of information and 
the giving of assurance of aid and 
protection which affects American 
foreign trade. Another possible so- 
lution is that of a special depart- 
ment, sponsored by the secretary of 
state and the secretary of com- 
merce, so that we may efficiently 
direct our energies under ore defi- 
nite program.” 

In his discussion of foreign loans, 
the wominee said he had no desire¢ 
to enforce payment “harshly or im- 
portunately.” 

“Nevertheless,” he continued, 
“these debts are, in principle, of the 
same binding quality as those whi¢h 
were incurred in the form of loans 
made directly by the people and 
represented by interest-bearing 
bonds. 

‘“T take it for granted that these 
debts will sooner or later be fund- 
ed and paid. Meantime it makes for 
‘future misunderstanding to have 
this matter in its present unsettled 
form. I shall regard it as one of 
the first duties of the incoming ad- 
ministration to take up the subject 
of adjusting these great debts and 
putting them in a form where we 
shall know exactly what to expect 
Whatever our allies are finally to 
pay should be put in the form of 
definite obligations, bearing a rea- 
sonable rate of interest, so they 
may be negotiated and the proceeds 
used to reduce our own burdensome 
debt.”

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because I noticed in the morning 
papers that the democratic candi- 
date for president and some of his 
ardent supporters are insisting that 
the covenant shall be printed and 
made available to all America. 

‘The president so interwove the 
covenant into the treaty that you 
would have to print all of it, and 
even then if you want to understand 
it perfectly it would have to be 
printed in both English and French. 
because it was so written. I do 
not object to the printing of it. J 
wish it might be in the hands of 
all Americans if they would: only 
read it. But somehow I suspect 
you would be better satisfied if you 
had just one little section of it. 
I wilh read you Article 10, the 
heart of the covenant: And, speak- 
ing for the republican party, I am 
opposed to it for the United States 
of America.” . 

Harding Rebukes College Students. 

At Danville, Ky., the senator left 
his train and was taken to a foot- 
ball field where he made a speech 
from an improvised wooden stand. 
Members of the Center college foot- 
ball team, Whose practice wag in- 
terrupted by his arrival, gave him 
three cheers and a tiger, and then’ 
as the nominee began speaking an- 
Other group of students took up the 
yell with “Cox,” substituted for 
“Harding.” Mr. Harding waited un- 
til they had finished and then 
shaking a forefinger at the group, 


shouted, “I like for young fellows 
to be enthusiastic about their lead- 
er, but I want m to be Ken- 
tucky gentlemen and not insist on 
interrupting.

In all, during the day the can- 
didate made eleven. speeches, the 
cities visited besides LouiSville be-

Lawrenceburg and Shelbyville, Ky.

Authorities at Georgia Tech had 
nothing to say for publication yes- 
ierday, although it was hinted that 
some announcement would be made 
within the next few days. 

As matters stand just now, there 
is an excellent possibility that the 
relationship, based on a perfect un- 
derstanding, will be resumed next 
year, and that fans of Georgia and 
the south will not.be deprived. of 
seeing the teams of these great 
southern schools pitted against 
each other in athletic endeavor. 

Following The Constitution’s puss- 
lication of the resolutions passed 
by the Tech trustees, telegrams 
from all sections of the state pour- 
ed into these offices yesterday, 
heartily commending the officials 
for their action. The general trend 
of thesé communications seems to 
be that the “falling out” resulted 
from thoughtless indiscretions com- 
mitted by supporters of both col- 
leges, and that under the proposed 
arrangement the possibility of any 
such occurrence happening again 
would be reduced to a minimum. 

In the absence of Professor S. V. 
Sanford, director of athletics at the 
university, it was stated yesterday 
that. a formal announcement . of 
Georgia’s intentions would be de- 
layed until Monday, when Profes- 
sor Sanford is scheduled to return 
to Athens.

$2.03 1-2 to $2.03 3-4. Corn fin- 
ished 3-8 off,.to 2.1-2c up, and oats 
down 1-2c to 5-8@3-4c. The out- 
come in provisions was a risé vary- 
ing from 25c to 67c. . 
* Acceptance of bearish views in 
regard to the government report 
about farm reserves had a depress- 
ing effect on wheat values at the 
outset, but indications that Some 
export business was in progress led 
to a quick upturn. Then came a 
wave of selling orders from the 
east, and throughout the remain- 
der of the session the buying side 
was at a disadvantage, although 
bulls contended that this country 
has only a small amount of wheat 
left to be sold if the quantities al- 
ready contracted for are taken into 
consideration. Receipts were small 
and reports on country offerings 


conflicting. 

Corn and oats were governed 
mainly by the action of wheat. The 
chief exception was that October 
delivery of corn was bid up sharp- 
ly, with little offered from rural! 
holders. 

Forecast of a falling off Novem- 
ber 1 in the total of warehouse 
stocks here gave a lift to provi- 
sions.

The steel 
stocks made.a quick response to the; 


excellent showing made by the | 
Lackawanna Steel company in its 
quarterly report, which led to the 
veliet that other independent com- 
panies would show similar results 
and making it plain that the slow- 
ing down of the steel] industry had 
been oVercapitalized as a market 
featura. 

The railway stocks were again 
among the leaders as it became evi- 
dent that banking interests -and 
trust companies were accumulating 
these stocks, especially on any de- 
eclines. There has been no reason 
as a result of recent developments 
to change the view that railway 
shares are still pn the bargain 
counter. 

All during the war period, while 
the government was in possession, 
the prices for these. stocks dis- 
counted the plight of the railroads 
as it then existed. No one denies 
that the railroads are on the up- 
grade and that they have seen the 
worst that can happen to them 
without the country itself suffering 
a tremendous setback and of which 
there is no indication. 


Consequently the only way in| 
which the railroads can move is up- 
ward. This they are. doing, even 


though their progress may be slow, 
Every step that has been taken 
since the government returned the . 
roads has been a step forward, and 


some of.these steps, as, for instance, 
the increase: in efficiency, have beer 
actual strides, nor will anyone con 
tend that such advances as have als 
ready taken place in prices.of rail-. 
way stocks have discounted §ven thé 
improvement in the situation that 
has already taken place. i 
The steel companies, and particu- 
larly the equipment companies, wil) 
he the last to feel any serious comer 
mercial depression if that should 
come about. The best opinion among 
conservative operators is that the 
equipment shares have not yet res 
flected the benefits that will accrue 
to them from the change in the 
railroad situation. Money that is te 
be taken in by the railroads will 
very largely be diverted to the 
equipment companies and there i 
no reason to believe that they wi 
suffer a serious curtailment of 
earnings from the readjustment 
business that is now under way. + 
Hence the entire railroad group 
is looked upon very favorably. Cer- 
tain Individual issues, such as su 
gar stocks and the oils, were heavy 
today, but largely because of the 
opinion that there had been an 
overspeculation in these items. 
The bond market is strong, with 
apparently plenty of money avail- 
able for anything good that might 
show itgelf, with the result that 
the $50,000,000 note issue of the 
Sears-Roebuck company wa@s snap 
ped up in a hurry, the subscrip- 
tion books being closed within two 
hours with the announcement that
